Increasing sharpness, mouth response 
and tobacco aroma towards the end. Not very uniform taste 
pattern. Increasing astringent, unripe mouth coating 
sensation.

General : The taste profile is not uniform enough considering the 
technological approach. 

We noticed that in the first half of the cigarette the shreds 
are significantly longer than In the second half, which 
influences the density. The color aspect of the cut rag inside 
the rod is darker at the end which could explain the higher 
tobacco aroma tending to more Burley type character. 

By opening the pack and dry puffing the cigarette we noticed 
that the packaging material influences the aroma.
